A crowd 
gathered and McCabe got oft'. He saw a 
policeman approaching and immediately 
started aVay, passing through a saloon 
nearby and going toward his home, in 
the third story of the old Revere House 
building, over Houston's store. 


AVhen next seen, McCabe was in his 


bed-room with a cut about half an inch 
wide in the left side of his abdomen, from 
which the bowels were partly protruding. 
The other outs are of no consequence. 
The Doctors Chenoweth were hastily 
summoned to the relief of McCabe. They 
are unable to tell how far the knife-blade 
entered the body of the injured man 
The blade is nearly 3H inches in length

St. Nicholas. He was seen by a reporter 
Mr. Phinney states that there is now no 
excitement whatever at Taylorville, and 
that there is no prospect of a repetition of 
the ridiculous and disgraceful scenes of 
Friday night.

Mr. Phinney states that he under- 
stood th,it Mr. Bond promised to go to 
his home, 10 iniles distant, on Friday 
uight, ami but for his appearance at the 
scene of the attempted hanging the pris- 
oners would have been hung beyond 
doubt. Xow tho people will wait until 
tho November term of court, when evi- 
dpnce against them will be heard.

I never used the language 
attributed to me by John B. Finch, 
or any languages substance or mean- 
ing like that, or in conversation with 
Dr. Read or any other person, at any 
time or place. I do not remember 
having any conversation with Doctor 
Read at any time on temperance 
questions, and no circumstance such 
as John B. Finch describes ever oc- 
curred. I do not now and never have 
entertained any such sentiment at- 
tributed to me by John B. Finch. I 
am now and always have been in 
favor of [submitting to the people the 
prohibition amendment, to be voted 
upon and determined by them; and 
I hereby denounce the entire state- 
ment of John B. Finch, so far as it 
relates to me, as a malicious lie, made 
out of whole cloth." 


Mr. Hamilton subsequently stated 


as a proof of the falsity of the charge, 
that in the same session of the Leg- 
islature to which Mr. Finch alludes, 
I was Lieutenant Governor and pre- 
sided almost continuously over the 
Senate. 
I had no right to vote on 


measuros except on tie. 
At one time 


there was a tie vote on sending some 
one of the temperance bills from a 
second to a third reading, and on 
announcing the tie I immediately 
vo+sd in favor of the bill and sent it 
to a third reading which, I believe, 
was the only vote I have ever cast 
in the Legislature on temperance 
bills.

Recognizing the fact that the people 
are divided in sentiment in regard 
to the propriety of their adoption or 
rejection, and cherishing the right of 
private judgment, we favor the sub- 
mission of these amendments at a 
special election, so that there may 
be an intelligent decision thereon, 
uninfluenced by partisan issues. 


HON. 
JASON ROGERS, the Republi- 


can nominee for senator in the De- 
catnr district, was a member of the 
last general assembly. 
He is an ex 


cellent business man and makes an 
excellent legislator. He makes but 
few speeches, asd he will make a 
very useful senator.
